ANOTHER FORECAST. 


Three or four days after iho election 
:o Albany Journal, the official republi- 
an paper of tho state of New York, gave 
p UK election and counted Cleveland 
n. This surrender was regarded as al- 
ogethor too premature as there were a 
root many chances on tho republican 
ide when tho New York city vote had 
not boon canvassed. But when the Jour- 
nal got over its fright and saw that the 
republican flag -was still thoro, and that 


the party would not surrender in the fao 
of reasonable hope, it began to .vhistle 
more cheerful tune, and at last was con 
strained to make tliis forecast: 


"The case against tho faco ot the ro 


turus is rapidly changing, and it is be 
coming more than probable that the vot 
of Now York, legally canvassed and oil 
oially counted, will return a plurality fo 
Blaino. It is possible that errors corn 
milled may balance, as errors sometime 
do. They may wipe out the apparen 
plurality for Cleveland. They may re 
suit in a contest iu which both sides wi. 
be uo evenly matched in their legal Btrug 
K!O that tho issue in New York will no 
bu concluded in time tor either board o 
electors to act. If, as is possible, the in 
torvention ot tho courts is required, an 
it becomes necessary to carry on a judi 
eml investigation to ascertain exactly bow 
every voter i» certain democratic dis 
triotd or counties voted, as waa the cas 
i i the famous Swinburne-Nolan mayor 
ulty suit in Albany, then it will resul 
that the state board of canvassers wil 
have returus mainly from republican 
counties in which thu vote was fairly caa 
and counted to canvass on N.ivomber 24 
tho date when tho state count must be 
completed. It is alno possible that the 
judicialexamiuation may extend Loyom 
tbo timo appointed tor tliomeetiug of tho 
presidential electors of this etato, in 
which event ooiifruaa would have no ro 
turns to cui'vasa from New York." 


The end is not yot, and tho republican 


pariy ot the nation does not propose to 
surrender wkilo there shall remain 
Buflicient amount of testimony on which 
to plant a reasonable hope of succese 
It is possible that the New York oity 
voto may wipe out ^Cleveland's plurality 
of twelvo hundred in tho state north of 
Harlem bridge. It ia possible that the 
two thousand Blaine ballots which wore 
rejected because Buttertield's name was 
partially mutulated, will be counlod. It 
is possible that that the five thousand re- 
jected ;democratio-Grace-Bloiue ballots 
may be ordered reproduced and counted 
for Blaine aa they should have been. It 
is possible for many things to turn up in 
tho official count in Now York which 
will honestly give the state to Blaine.

In 1812 
when sho was in her thirty-third year, she 
consented to join Ja parly to visit New 
London, and was within the walls of For 
Trumbull when the news Of a declaration 
of peace with Great Britain was officially 
announced to the soldiers on duty there 
In company with friends she once oroasec 
the sound in a sloop to Sag Harbor, L.I. 
for a visit and returned in tho same "way 
These journeyings embrace all her move 
ments in tho line of travel. Her eyes nev- 
er fell upon a steamboat, and from Ando- 
ver to Willimantic by rail, less than ten 
years ago, is tho only instance that she 
saw a train drawn by a locomotive. Her 
perents were farmers, passing their days 
in the work of procuring the neces- 
saries of life and leaving an inheri- 
tance for their children. They grew flax 
and raised sheep, and tho conrsnarian as 
a girl was taught tho use of distaff anc 
spinning wheel.

Bruce, who ^vas fonnorly a Baptist clergy- 
man in >"ow York city, and previously n 
school-master in Illinois, has been for ilic 
pusc six years confined in tlio Brookwood 
lunutic asylum. On several occasions ho 
lias protested in various ways against li is de- 
tontion there, and nt times Ills conduct and 
appoaranco has boan such as to justify thu 
suspicion that he might be sane. Once lie 
succeeded in sending; a telegram to tbo 
quoon, complaining o£ tbe injustice- of bis 
confinement, find demanding release, and 
for this ho was locked up and deprived of 
tho privileges of tbo institution for several 
montLs. Bruco recently read a speech of 
Minister Lowell delivered as Birmingham, 
and at once determined tliat ^Ir. Lowell was 
the only man who could secure his release.

There are committees to In- 
vestigate the influence of mind on mind by 
other than tho ordinary moans of communi- 
cation—tho phenomena of mesmerism, trance, 
clairvoyance, tho study of persons classed as 
"sensitives," apparitions at tho moment of 
death, spiritualism on its physical side, etc. 


One of tho most common ond iiiccossful 


experiments ot tho members of the society ifl 
to place behind ono of tho persons known as 
"sensitive," an individual -whoso mind is 
charged with some distinct Imago, as of a 
person, n'r coin, or picture,'or other object, 
and whose only oll'ort in tho experiment is to 
stand behind the "sensitive" and think as 
him! as ho can of tho thing in his mind. 
The "sensitive" will thon draw » representa- 
tion of what is in tho mind of the operator 
behind him. This eipe.-lmont has boon de- 
veloped to such a point that objects selected 
at random by any ono present and simply 
hold up behind the "sensitive" have boon por- 
trayed by him. In tho published proceedings 
pf tho society many fiw-slmiles of the origl- 
uuls and tho copies made by tho "sensitives1* 
under thoso circumstances aro given. No 
"mediums" or professionals take part In these 
experiments. 


The supernatural cost once givon to occur- 


rences of this kind—from tho performances of 
plnnclietto u> tho mysteries of Spiritualism—• 
are dismissed by the-so scientific men as on ac- 
cidental color, like tho supernatural aspect 
which 
[KBtry, government, 
books, tiro, 


everything took on when men first camo to 
them. Thoy believe that there is a Hold of 
fact thero to bo investigated; that thoso 
phenomena aro glimpses of a force which 
men have not horetoforo developed to tho 
point of recognizing, but which it is no mors 
scientific to reject than it would have been 
to refuse to examiuo the phenomena of com. 
bustion because the legends of [mythology 
claimed that fire was brought down from 
Heaven by Prometheus. 


It is not easy to seo how any scientific mind 


could (Ind fault with such inquiry; but 
Helmboltz is quota! by The Nation as hav- 
ing lately told an English scientific acquaint- 
ance that ii all his friends should assert that 
the phenomena reported by tho Society for 
Psychical Research were true, and that if 
thon ho wore to seo them all with his ov.-n 
eyes, and with all the precautions ho could 
dovL^o, he would not boliovo thorn. This is 
more like the ignorant sort of talk which 
ureotud the first hints of tho wonders of elec- 
tricity than tho uttorances of a true man of 
science always ready to open his eyes to 
"more light."
